Simple “Cradle” Used 


in Placer Mi ining 


In mining, “placer” Is a plice where 
deposits of precious metal usually’ 
gold, are found near the surface, 
often in the gravel of river or creek- 
beds. The mineral Is obtained by 
washing the gravel or pay dirt; that 
Is, separating the gold-dust from the 

vel and earth with which it Is 
mixed. This kind of mining Is called 
placer mining, and it is in this kind 
of mining that the miner’s cradle Is 
The cradle {s a simple appli- 
ance for treating “pay dirt," earth and 
Tt con- 
sists essentially of a box mounted on 
rockers and provided with a per 
forated bottom of sheet {ron in which 
the “pay dirt” ts placed. Water Is 
poured on the dirt and the rocking mo- 
tion imparted to the cradle causes the 
Aner particles to pass through the per- | 
forated bottom on to a canvas screen,
